I have the honour to submit to you the Annual Report on the 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools in Ireland for the year end- 
ing 31st December, 1908. 

The number of schools under inspection at the beginning of 
last year was — 5 Reformatories and 67 Industrial Schools. 

Every school was examined at least once during the year, and 
one or more surprise visits wore made to most of the schools as 
well. 

The passing of the Children Act last year is the most notable 
event in the history of Reformatory and Industrial Schools that 
has occurred since these institutions were first established. Part 
IV. of the Act consolidates and amends the numerous Acts of 
Parliament relating to these schools. The manner of certifying 
and the rules for inspecting the schools are left unchanged by 
the Act. 

I propose to refer briefly in the remarks that follow to some 
of the important changes in the law, as regards Reformatory and 
Industrial Schools, introduced by the Children Act. 

Section B3 provides that young children may be boarded out, 
but the Grant will be less than it would be if the children were 
retained in the schools. 

Section 56 authorises a scheme for the superannuation of 
officers of the schools. 
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By Section 57 no child under 12 years of age can be committed 
to a" Reformatory. 

In Section 58 (1) the classes of children liable to be com- 
mitted to Industrial Schools have been revised and enlarged. 

By Section 58 (8), the duty is placed on the police to take 
proceedings as regards any child ill their district who appears 
to come within one of the descriptions mentioned in Section 58 
(1), provided no other person is already taking action, or unless 
it is thought undesirable in the interests of the child, to do so. 
A youthful offender under the age of twelve years by Section 
58 (2) and in certain instances a youthful offender between 12 
and 14 years by Section 58 (3) may be sent to an Industrial 
School. . 

Section 58 (4) provides for the committal of uncontrollable 
children at the instance of their parents or guardians, and Sec- 
tion 58 (5) for the committal of refractory children and of chil- 
dren of parents, either of whom lias been convicted of ail offence 
punishable with penal servitude or imprisonment, at the instance 
of the Guardians of Poor Law Unions. By Section 133 (20) a 
child may be committed on the complaint of a school attendance 
committee for the purpose of enforcing an attendance order. 

Section 74 (2) imposes the duty on the Councils of Counties 
and County Boroughs to contribute towards the maintenance of 
children sent to Industrial Schools from their areas, but by 
Section 74 (6) an order for the detention of a child in a certified 
Industrial School shall not be made unless the Council of the 
County or County Borough responsible for providing for the 
reception and maintenance of the child in the Industrial School 
shall have been given an opportunity of being heard. 

The County or Borough Council is under no obligation to con- 
tribute for the maintenance of a child sent to an Industrial 
School (a) at the desire of his parent or guardian as being a 
child whom the parent or guardian is unable to control, or (b) of 
a child sent at the instance of the Guardians of a Poor Law 
Union as being a refractory child, or as being the child of parents 
either of whom has been convicted of an offence punishable with 
penal servitude or imprisonment, or (c) of a child who had no 
settled place of abode and who habitually wandered from place 
to place through the districts of various County or Borough 
Councils, or ( d ) of a child in respect of whose maintenance in a 
certified school no contribution is paid out of moneys provided 
by Parliament. The Government Grant is limited to 2s. pel 
week by Section 73 for a child sent to an Industrial School at 
the request of his parent or guardian under Section 58 (4), and 
there will be no grant for a child sent at the instance of the 
Guardians of a Poor Law Union under Section 58 (5). 

A grant of 2s. per week will be given for the maintenance of a 
child sent to an industrial School on complaint of a School 
Attendance Committee, for the purpose of enforcing an attend- 
ance order under (Sec. 133 (20)). The Council of the County or 
County Borough where the child resides is bound to contribute in 
this case. 
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Section 62 (2) enacts that feeble-minded and physically defec- 
tive youthful offenders and children shall be sent to certified 
schools, where special provision is made for their training. An 
additional allowance of 2s. per head per week will be made for 
such cases, children committed under Section 68 (4) being 
excepted. 

Section 67 (1) contains the regulations for placing out on 
licence the inmates of Reformatory and Industrial Schools. Any 
youthful offender or child may be licensed at any time with the 
consent of the Chief Secretary, or of the School Attendance 
Committee in the case of a child sent to an Industrial School 
at the instance of that Committee, or without such consent in 
all cases after the expiration of eighteen months of the period 
of detention. A child under 14 years of age, if licensed, must 
regularly attend school. 

Section 68 gives managers the power of supervision after the 
expiration of the term of detention in the case of youthful 
offenders till they attain 19 years of age, and in the* case of 
children till they attain 18 years of age. 

By the provisions of Section 69 the Chief Secretary can. order 
the discharge of a youthful offender or child conditionally. On 
a breach of any of the conditions on which the discharge was 
granted the youthful offender or child may be again recalled 
to the school. 

Under this section also the Chief Secretary has power to trans- 
fer a child over 12 years of age from an Industrial School to a 
Reformatory, and a youthful offender under 14 years of age 
from a Reformatory to an Industrial School. In addition, power 
is given under this section to transfer a youthful offender or 
child detained in a certified school in one part to a certified 
school in another part of the United Kingdom. 

By Section 70 any youthful offender or child, or person under 
the supervision of the managers of a certified school, may, with 
his own consent, be apprenticed to or disposed of in any trade, 
calling, or service, including service in the Army and Navy, or by 
emigration; and such apprenticing or disposition shall be aa 
valid as if the managers were his parents. 

Section 73 provides that a grant may Be made towards the 
expenses of disposing of a youthful offender or child by emi- 
gration. 

Under Section 76 the duty is imposed on a Court, when 
committing a youthful offender or child to a certified school, to 
make at the same time a Maintenance Order on the parent or 
other person liable uo contribute, unless it considers it is not in 
possession of the necessary information. If such an order is not 
made at the time of committal, it can be made afterwards on 
complaint of the Inspector. The Maintenance Order may be 
enforced by imprisonment in default of distress. 

A new and most important feature in this part of the Act, 
as regards Ireland, is that relating to the establishment of Day 
Industrial Schools, which is provided for in Section 77 (1). 
These schools may be set up for the reception of children under 
attendance orders and on certain conditions of children without 
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orders. Any child eligible for committal to a residential Indus- 
trial School can be sent to a Day Industrial School. Under 
Section 77 (1) the manner of certifying Day Industrial Schools 
is the same as that provided for in Section 45 for certifying 

Industrial Schools. .. „ 

Part V. of the Act, which deals with juvenile offenders on their 
bciim charged or arrested and on their remand or committal, 
makes provision for the establishment of Places of Detention and 
for the custody of children or young persons therein. It also 
provides for the establishment of juvenile courts. The object 
of the provisions of this part of the Act appears to be to prevent, 
as far as possible, juvenile offenders from being sent to prison, 
or being brought into contact with older criminals. 

Provision is made by Section .109 (3) for inspecting and visit- 
inn places of Detention, and for the classification, treatment, em- 
ployment. and control of young persons and children detained 
therein. 

Reformatories. 

At the end of 1908 there were 5 Reformatory Schools in 
Ireland — 

2 for Roman Catholic Boys. 

2 „ .. Girls. 

1 for Protestant Boys. 

On 31st December, 1908, there were 430 inmates under de- 
tention in the Boys’ Roman Catholic Reformatory Schools, and 
40 inmates in tlie Girls’ Roman Catholic Reformatory Schools. 
On the same date there were 119 inmates under detention in the 
Protestant Reformatory School.

It appears from this table that the number of boys under 
order of detention at the end of 1908 was 6 less, and the number 
of girls 8 more, than the numbers under detention at the end 
of 1907. 
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Admissions. 

The admissions to Reformatory Schools ill 1908 were 147, viz., 
131 boys and 16 girls, showing a decrease of 10 boys and an 
increase of 1 girl — a total decrease of 9 as compared with 1907.

State of Instruction on Admission.

The results of Reformatory Schools as regards character at 
the end of 1908 of those discharged during the years 1905, 1906, 
and 1907, were as follows: — 

The total number discharged in those three years, omitting 
deaths, transfers, and illegal committals, was 413, viz., boys, 
380, and girls, 33. Of these 7 had died, viz., 5 boys and 2 girls, 
leaving 376 boys and 31 girls to be reported upon.

Health of Inmates. 

It is satisfactory to have again to record a low death-rate for 
Reformatory Schools for the year 1908. Only one death occurred 
in the Schools last year, that of a boy who was suffering from 
disease of the lungs. 

Literary Training. 

The literary training continues to improve, and reflects great 
credit on the patient perseverance of the teaching staffs of the 
various schools, working for the most part with poor and pre- 
viously untrained material. 

Industrial Training. 

The industrial training in both boys’ and girls’ Reformatories 
is in a very satisfactory state. This year, for the first time, I 
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am able to report that, like the Industrial Schools, all the Re- 
formatories for boys have well-equipped departments for Manual 
Instruction, in which good work is being done. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 

There were 66 Industrial Schools in Ireland at the end of 
1908, being one less than at the beginning of the year, owing 
to the amalgamation under one certificate of the two Schools at 
Lurgan. 

They wore distributed as follows : — 

Boys, Roman Catholic, 18; Protestant, 2. 

Girls, Roman Catholic, 41 ; Protestant, 3. 

Mixed for boys and girls, Roman Catholic, 2.

The total amount collected in 1907 was £1,696 13s. 10d., of 
wh'ch £472 12s. 9 d. was for Reformatory and £1,224 Is. Id. 
for Industrial School cases. 

There was an increase last year of £18 4s. 9d. in the total 
amount collected, as compared with the previous year. The 
Reformatory collection shows an increase of £21 8s. 0d., but the 
Industrial School collection is less by £3 3s. 3d. 

Health. 

The number of deaths last year shows a slight increase as 
compared with the number for the previous year. During the 
fast year 56 children — 16 boys and 40 girls — died while under 
order of detention in Industrial Schools. In the boys’ schools 
the number of deaths was 6 less, and in the girls’ schools 9 more 
than during the year 1907. During the year 1908 the number 
of deaths due to disease of the lungs was 29, which is the same as 
for 1907. During 1906 the number of deaths from the same 
cause was 40. 

The increase in the number of deaths among the girls is 
almost entirely accounted for by a regrettable accidental cause 
which occurred at one of the girls’ schools. Here there was an 
outbreak of ptomaine poisoning which endangered the lives of 
about 70 girls, and resulted in the deaths of 7. Considering the 
large number of girls affected, the medical officers and nursing 
staff of the school are to be congratulated that so few cases ter- 
minated fatally. This occurred at a school which I had always 
looked upon as one of the best in Ireland. 

One boy was drowned while bathing, in spite of the gallant 
efforts of one of his companions to save him. 

Tuberculosis still easily heads the list as a cause of death 
among our children. In fact, this Irish plague accounts for 
more than half the deaths from all causes, including the acci- 
dental cases I have mentioned. If this one cause of death were 
omitted the average death rate would be only 3-4 per thousand 
children. We cannot hope to see this cause of death removed, 
or even largely decreased, until our poorer people are educated 
to realise the importance of cleanliness and good ventilation. 
The health of the children is the most important matter that 

B 
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Managers have to see to. The majority of children committed 
to Industrial Schools come from a class amongst which environ- 
ment and heredity play a strong part, leading to mental and 
physical deterioration. To improve this class of child attention 
to matters of food, clothing, and housing is absolutely necessary. 
In the case of the girls’ Schools, the children are trained in a 
highly efficient manner in all things relating to the health of 
the Home and its inmates, and in most, if not all, Girls’ Guilds of 
Health in connection with the Women’s National Health Associa- 
tion have been formed. Their special training in .Domestic 
Science enables these girls when they leave school to live in a 
manner that will promote their own health, and contribute to the 
health and happiness of others. 

Several of the schools take their children to the seaside for a 
time during the summer. Some only go for several long days, 
returning home at night; others use the buildings of National 
Schools, while these are vacant for summer holidays, and one 
school camps out for two or three weeks. 

These changes of air and scene are excellent for the children’s 
health, and help to vary the monotony of institution life, giving 
them new ideas — something to look back on and something to look 
forward to. 


Literary Training. 

The literary training of the children in the schools has on the 
whole made excellent progress during the past year. Year by 
year more of the schools have been reaching a higher standard 
of efficiency', and there are now very few that may not be de- 
scribed as at least good. 

Reading is generally very good; the children for the most 
part reading clearly and intelligently. In the junior standards 
the children still are very backward in answering questions on 
the subject matter of their reading lessons. In answering such 
questions the children should be encouraged to answer in their 
own words and not merely to quote from the book. 

Spelling is still a weak point with some schools, while in others 
the difficulties have been overcome, and I have often examined 
large classes, both orally and by dictation, without detecting a 
single mistake. 

Writing continues to be excellent. 

Aritlunetic has on the whole been well taught, and a fair 
proportion answered questions in Mental Arithmetic with intel- 
ligence, and could calculate quickly and accurately ; but in most 
cases such questions are only answered by a few children in 
each class. 

Geography and Grammar are generally well taught, the former 
often begins with a description of a plan of the school and its 
surroundings. 

Kindergarten and Object Lessons are better than formerly, 
particularly the latter. These now often take the form of Nature 
Study. I have seen large classes deeply interested in a lesson 
on some simple objects which the children had themselves col- 
lected during their country walks, or in the school grounds. 
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These lessons not only increase the interest of the children in 
their surroundings, but enlarge their powers of observation. 

Industrial Training. 

The industrial training in all the schools continues to be satis- 
factory. The training of the girls in domestic science enables them 
to take good situations in private families. This is much the safest 
method of disposing of young girls of sixteen years of age. Their 
value is proved by the number of applications for girls which the 
managers are constantly receiving from ladies who have had 
such girls as servants before. In the present day of keen com- 
petition for employment, this seems to be almost the only vocation 
for girls which is not overstocked. A well trained domestic 
servant need have no fear of not being able to earn a respectable 
livelihood. 

The boys’ schools are all provided with good trades shops, and 
Manual Instruction is given in all. This latter should be taught 
to a sufficient number, so that each boy before he leaves the 
school, may have had at least one year’s course of Manual In- 
struction. This is done in most of the boys’ schools, but I regret 
to say that there are still one or two schools that give this course 
of training to too small a proportion of their boys. 

In all the boys’ schools the instruction in the several trades 
is carried on with increasing efficiency from year to year, and 
agriculture, so essential for the positions many of these boys will 
have to take, is receiving special attention. 

In most cases the boys follow in after life the. trades, which 
they have been taught at school, and this is what should be aimed 
at. In some of the English schools there is a custom which it 
ni’ght be well to imitate. A list is posted up in each trades 
shop showing the names of the boys who left the shop during 
the year to follow their particular trade, with the name of 
his employer attached in each case. This encourages the boys 
m their work when they see that the training they are receiving 
had led to remunerative employment in the case of other boys 
who had worked beside them at the same bench. 

Day Industrial Schools. 

As there have been several inquiries as to the mode of estab- 
lishing Day Industrial Schools, it may prove useful to give — 
so far as I have been able to obtain it — the experience of such 
schools in England and Scotland, where they have been in exis- 
tence for more than thirty years. The new regulations for their 
establishment are contained in Section 77 (1) of the Children 
Act, 1908. In England and Scotland, chiefly owing to the 
expenses involved, they seem for the most part to have had a 
chequered career. The cost of building the schools was large, 
and the Treasury grants were small. Since the Children Act 
came into operation the amounts of the Treasury grants have 
ti? 6 ? This is encouraging, and it may lie anticipated 

that the schools will succeed better in future. 
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One great advantage of Day Industrial Schools is that they do 
not sever the tie between the parent and the child to anything 
like the same extent that Residential Industrial Schools do. The 
parents see their children every day, and the parental responsi- 
bility is not destroyed. Furthermore, the influence of the re- 
formed child has a good effect on the home, tending, by his ex- 
ample, to raise the standard of comfort therein and to inculcate 
lessons of neatness and order. 

In recent years there have been about twenty Day Industrial 
Schools in Great Britain under inspection, with rather more 
than three thousand children in attendance. The population of 
Ireland being less concentrated into large industrial centres, the 
number of Day Industrial Schools established in this country is 
never likely to be large. I believe if such schools were established 
in Dublin, Belfast, and Cork, they would prove extremely useful 
to a large number of children who are in danger of becoming 
street arabs owing to their parents being unable to exercise super- 
vision over them. There are, no doubt, other towns where they 
might also prove satisfactory, but an early start may be hoped 
for in the cities I have mentioned. The initial cost for buildings 
need not be very great, inasmuch as there are many suitable 
houses to be had, that could, with some alterations, be utilised 
for Day Industrial Schools. They will probably have to be in, 
or very near, the slums, as they must be near to the homes of the 
children they hope to rescue. 

It will be interesting to watch to what extent local authorities 
will avail themselves of this part of the Children Act. 

I wish again to acknowledge the assistance I received from the 
Assistant Inspector and my staff in carrying out the work of my 
Department during the past year.
